Some Darwinians spoke of 
chance variations, -but Nature 
does not work by hazard.: Then 
a Dutch botanist, Dé Vries, dis- 
covered ‘in certain ‘plants a ten- 
dency’ to change ‘suddenly and 
in an important degree. © Such 
changes he called “mutations,” 
and they were accepted with joy 
as a great step forward. But 
De Vries worked in too narrow 
a field of observation, and, as a 
famous biologist. once said ‘to 
me: “Slight variations are. easily 
found, but the tendency might 
he illustrated by a ball suspend- 
ed from a ceiling by many elastic 
cords; it is easy to get a slight 
movement, but the further the 
ball is carried from its place of 
test the greater is the resist- 
ance,” 

The next important work to 
he considered is that of Mendel, 
but dnly one point need here be 
mentioned. Changes may be 
nraduced by cross-breeding, but 
the production of a new species

There is a legendary significance 
attached ‘to the name of M‘Gregor 
in Chinese waters. And yet one has: 
to search the archives of a musty 
church library in an Ayrshire town 
to discover even a short record of 
the truly amazing adventures of an 
Aberdeen man, Captain James 
M'Gregor, about whose person'a 
delicate but lasting, webs of legend 
hus been woven, 

A full cousin to Sir David Mason, 
ex-Lord Provost of Glasgow, Cap- 
tain M'Greyor lived adventurously, 
and his escapades, even in brief 
summary, are stranger and more 
varied than the adventures embodied 
in the most famous books of fiction. 

Link with Clippers. . 

Born in 1860, Captain M‘Grégor 
first sailed in the Thermopyle, one 
of the most famous China tea clip- 
pers, whose speed won them undying 
fume. He then beeame an inden- 
tured apprentice to the Salamis, in 
which vessel he sailed With several 
other apprentices, all of whom be- 
cume masters in later years. 
Captain’ M'Gregor joined the Glen 
Line in 1880, and serving the’ Line 
for 48 years until his retirement, he 
became Commodore of the Line. By 
his strength of character, outstand- 
ing ability as a seaman, and his 
conspicuous bravery in times of war 
and peace, he’ won a high place 
among seamen of his time. 

In the Near and: Far East his 
position was most remarkable, not- 
ably among the Chinese,” who re 
garded him with devotion‘and re- 
spect. On two ovcasions he saved 
the livey of Chinese, and for thege 
and other actions he way made free 
of every port in China. rie 

Even although Great Britain and 
China should be at war, Captain 
M'Gregor, flying the flag presented 
to him by the Government, could 
come and go as he pleased, - His 
lite was full of «extraordinary ex- 
periences, including the boarding of 
a derelict ship, which, like the 
notorious Marie Celeste, held a crew 
of dead men. ney 

Crew of Dead Men 

It happened in May, 1883, when, 
as chief officer on board the Glen- 
carn, 650 miles S.W..of the Maldive 
Isles, he sighted a ship, which, with 
torn and slatting sails, drifted to 
and fro on the lazy swell, Captain 
M'Gregor volunteered to board her, 
and set off with the ship's crew. 

As they drew near the derelict 
ship the stench became almost in- 
tolerable, and it was only over-, 
powering curiosity and indomitable 
will-power that drove him to in- 
vestigate further. The sea for hun- 
dredx of yards was alive with 
sharks, so bold that they attempted 

‘ to reach the men in the boat, and
